Growers of tobacco in Kentucky, 
Indiana and Ohio, who are members 
of the Burley Tobacco Growers' Co- 
operative Association, will receive 
May 20 another payment of approxi- 
mately $9,000,000 on their crops 
which they delivered to receiving 
plants of the association, the second 
payment to be of the same amount 
as the first, according to the decision 
of the board of directors of the as- 
sociation, in session st the offices at 



The manner of delivery of the 
checks to the growers is left to the 
director In each district, to whom 
all the checks for growers In his dis- 
trict will be sent. 

It Is expected to make Saturday, 
May 20, a day of Jollification In the 
district, with speeches at public meet- 
ings in most cases, followed by the 
delivery of the checks to the grow- 
ers. 

These details, however, are left to 
the discretion of the director In each 
district and no uniform method of 
delivery has as yet been agreed up- 
on. Each district will announce to 
the county papers the time and the 
method of distribution to be followed 
in his district. 

After thorough discussion of the 
outlook, with a review of sales al- 
ready made and some others In Im- 
mediate prospect, the directors were 
told that they could assure their con- 
stituents that those who had joined 
the association would receive more 
net money per pound for their tobac- 
co than those who refused to Join, 
beside paying expenses and the pay- 
ments on the warehouses which are 
to be deeded to the association by 
June 16. 

It is expected that the drive for 
new members will be started on the 
day of the second distribution and 
kept up for the following week with 
the Ides, of signing up the organised 
part of the burley district 100 per 
cent strong. Clifton Rodes reported 
favorable results In West Virginia, 
and Tennessee also is to be visited.

IMPORTANCE OF RELIGIOUS 

TRAINING — SUNDAY 8CHOOL 

No little child should be without 
religious training, for it is as 
tlaJ to the balance and 
growth of his character as the prop- 
er food is to his body. This training 
can be given in the hoine and in the 
Sunday School. Both are excellent 
means, and should supplement each 
other, for it is when these two in- 
stitutions work together that the 
chjld receives the highest benefit. 

Because of the ease with which 
the child learns, and the capacity to 
W retain even unto old age what was 
learned In childhood, religious train- 
ing should begin early. Do not say, 
"Oh. when my boy is old enough to 
decide for himself 1 will let him 
choose his church." You do not leave 
his .manners until then, so why his 

els? High ideals and a good 
I code are most easily formed In 
hastic years. 

The child is naturally an imitator 
and hero worshipper. The stirring 
stories of Bible heroes and the ap- 
. plication of the truths of the great 
I old Bible Btorles go far toward help- 
ing him formulate the rules which 
are to govern his own actions now 
and in later life. 

The parents in the home are the 
one* whose high privilege It is to 
begin their children's religious train- 
ing. It Is a pity that so many through 
thoughtlessness or neglect or a false 
sense of fitness neglect this sweet 
duty. The Sunday School next should 
tifce up and help to broaden and de- 
velop the child's religious expert- 



There are several ways 



in which 



the Sunday School does Its work 
little better than the same work can 
be done at home. In the first place, 
children are drawn to other children 
They naturally tend to work or play 
in groups; to be with other children 
Imitating or joining intheir activities 
gives Incentive to Sunday School 
work. 

The Sunday School carries on a 
regular and systematic course of 
Bible study, adapted to the ages of 
children, and presenting the most 
suitable Bible material in an attrac- 
tive form. 

A visit to the live modern Sunday 
School in the average church would 
be a means of enlightenment and 
surpise to many. Hand work, slm- 
pfe songs, and rhythm for little chil- 
dren, and home work, class competi- 
tion, and even dramatics and pag- 
eantry for the older ones, have been 
the means of making Bible study de- 
lightful, attractive, and absolutely 
indispensable to our children. 

There are ways In which we pa- 
rents can and ought to co-operate 
wit bthe Sunday School. Our chil- 
dren can learn to be puuctual and 
regular. We should show our inter- 
How proud they would be If father 
or mother would also go to Sunday 
School, perhaps to the adult Bible 
class. "A littler hlld shall lead 
them.' 1 Then let us have faith in the 
old Bible promise: 

"Train up a child in 'he way he 
should go; and when he is old ho 
will not depart from it."— Mary Col- 
lins Terry.

P. Snyder, vice president and mana- 
ger of the Henry Clay Fire, that an 
investigation be made of the total 
premiums that tobacco barns in the 
burley district in Kentucky Is cap- 
able of producing with a view to de- 
termining whether a change in rate 
on this class is justified. Manager G. 
H. Parker, of the Kentucky Acturial 
Bureau, has submitted the proposal 
to the Western Acturial Committee 
for consideration. 

Manager Snyder of the Henry Clay 
expressed the opinion that the total 
premiums on tobacco in barns in the 
burley district are not more than 25 
per cent of the approximate insurable 
value of an average yearly crop and 
not more than 33 1-2 per cent of the 
whole. 

"This condition." he says In his 
letter to Manager Parker, "Is due 
doubtless to two main causes. One is 
transient and bids fair to be short- 
lived—that Is. the financial depres 
slon among farmers during the past 
eighteen months. The other has ref- 
to the rate which we have 
told by agents and farmers will 
not be paid by a large number of to- 
bacco growers who figure that by 
watching their barns carefully they 
can afford to take the chance for the 
three or four months that the crop Is 
In tbe barn. Included among this 
number, of course, is the safe moral 
haiard class and henoe in many in 
stances the companies are deprived 
of the most desirable class of patrons 
while naturally the undesirables are 
always 100 per cent present."

Out of the cloud of argument 
made in the house of representatives 
on the naval appropriations bill has 
come the impression that 86,000 en- 
listed men are adequate to maintain 
fully the flve-flve-three naval ratio es- 
tablished at the Washington confer- 
ence. 

Effective naval power consists of 
adequate material manned by a com- 
petent personnel at the right place 
at the right time. Some people think 
that If we have sufficient warships 
with merely "peace time" crews on 
some and the rest tied up, we can 
get adequate crews any time they 
are needed. It takes ten years to 
train a naval officer and three years 
are required to make a competent 
sailorman out of the best material on 
earth — an American. This can't be 
done in the face of a specific diplo- 
matic crisis because there is not time 
and to attempt it would more than 
likely precipitate the war one is try- 
ing to avoid. 

Those who advocate weakening the 
navy at the present time In the name 
of economy and peace lose sight of 
the fact that economy Is the judici- 
ous spending of money, not the refus- 
al to spend it, and that to invite at- 
tack does not make for peace.

There are 325 world war veterans 
in the various state institutions un- 
der control of the State Board of 
Charities and Corrections, Joseph P. 
Byers, commisloner of public Institu- 
tions, announced in making public a 
report made to the United States 
Veterans' Bureau at Washington. 

Seventy-eight of the men are In the 
state hospitals for the insane and 
247 in the state reformatory at 
Frankfort and the prison at Eddy- 
ville. 

C. R. Forbes, director of the Vet- 
erans' Bureau, wrote to Governor 
Morrow recently asking information 
about the veterans in the state in- 
stitutions. The governor turned the 
letter over to Mr. Byers, who in turn 
asked for reports from the various 
superintendents. 

There were, during the latter part 
of April seventy-seven former service 
men at the Central State hospital at 
Lakeland, seventy-one of whom al- 
ready were under the care of the 
Veterans' Bureau. There was one 
veteran in the Eastern State hospi- 
tal, but he will be transferred to 
Lakeland when his claim for govern- 
ment aid is passed upon. The West- 
ern State hospital contained none. 

The reformatory at Frankfort had 
among Its Inmates at the same time 
195 service men and Eddyville had 52.

LATE ALFALFA CUTTING 

FOUND TO BE BETTER 

Delaying the cutting of alfalfa un- 
til it is nearly in full bloom has been 
found a better practice than mowing 
it soon after blooming starts. Trials 
made by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and state exper- 
iment stations indicate that the 
yields are larger over a period of 
years, and that the life of the stand 
is prolonged by delaying harvesting 
until the plants are nearly In full 
bloom. 

Hay made when the plants are 
nearly in full bloom possibly is not 
quite so palatable, but this is offset 
by the gain in the quantity of hay. 
The fields that were cut prior to or 
at the beginning of blooimng showed 
a tendency to die out sooner. Cut- 
ting a crop late in the fall so that not 
enough growth was left for protec- 
tion in the winter also had much to 
do with thinning stands. The de- 
partment recommends that alfalfa be 
given time to reach a height of 6 to 
8 inches before cold weather shuts 
off the sap flow. 

In the past the growing or alfafla 
in rows in dry regions has been rec- 
ommended, but experimental evi- 
dence gathered by the department 
In the last few years shows that, 
with the exception of a few rare va- 
rieties the seed of which sells for a 
high price, this method is seldom 
practical. Where the rainfall is not 
sufficient to grow alfalfa in broad- 
cast stands It cannot usually be 
grown profitably in rows. A slightly 
larger yield may be produced, but 
not enough to pay for the added ex- 
pense. Also the hay harvested on 
this cultivated ground Is apt to be 
dirty and it is bard to cut and load. 

Accumulating experience also has 
exploded some old notions about the 
value of cultivation of broadcast al- 
falfa. It has ben found that harrow- 
ing a field of alfalfa ordinarily does 
not Increase the yield; neither does 
It prolong the life of the stand to 
any noticeable extent. The modified 
spring-tooth harrow does not injure 
the plants, but teh disc often kllW 
many and reduces the stand. Some 
sort of cultivation appears advis- 
able in Irrigated regions where the 
water carries a great deal of silt or 
where the soil has 
by the tramping of 
the alfalfa The department believes 



there is usually little to be gained by 
cultivating broadcast fields when the 
stand is good. If weeds and grass 
work in and reduce the stand it Is 
better to plow up the field and put in 
another crop for a year or two It 
Ik hard to thicken a thin stml by 
cultivating it and sowing more seed; 
in fact, it Is a waste of time, the de- 
partment believes.

TAKES HIGH RANK AS CRITIC 

Friend Paid Tribute to James Hune- 
ker's Virtu** a* a Writer — Fear- 
lea* and Stimulating. 

If one were to choose one word that 
was to sum up all of Huneker's vir- 
tues, one would aay that be wan re- 
freshing, writes Norman T. Byrne in 
Scrlbner's. He waa an lneatlmable 
breath of fresh air that deranged the 
musty rooms of a criticism grown 
didactic and lifeless. Life and vigor 
were typified by bis style. — a sheen of 
sparkling phrases set In a rhythmical 
prose that borrowed much from his 
musical training. 

He was well versed In the seven 
arts, and If his knowledge of some of 
them was not always profound, his 
love of them was sincere, and the 
manner In which he criticized each 
ene In terms of the other Is a contin- 
ued delight to his reader. His taste, 
entirely European in character, was 
rarely at fault. He waa taken In by 
some things that were ephemeral, yet 
he rarely failed to notice each rising 
stnr of genius. His defense was fear 
less and his article always stlmulat- 
Ing. Never didactic, never pedantic. If 
he was found wanting in philosophical 
ballast he did possess that sense of 
esthetic value that the scholar too 
often lacks and that the critic must 
have. That was Huneker's forte— his 
taste and his verve.

The experi- 
ments by which this velocity was de- 
termined were made by M. Callnodln, 
In 182fl, across the Lake of Geneva, 
from Rolle to Thonon, a distance of 
about nine miles. Water, therefore, 
transmits sound four times aa fast as 
air does.

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PORTABLE SCHOOLS TEACH 

BETTER FARMING METHODS 

Portable sheep and poultry schools 
built on trucks given by local people 
and conducted by extension workers 
employed co-operatively by the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture 
and the state college of agriculture 
went to the doors of homeB and the 
schools and to fairs in North Caro- 
lina and Texas last year. An Itiner- 
ary was mapped out for each school 
and advertisements were sent ahead 
announcing the date and hour of its 
arrival at each place. 

Large enthusiastic crowds greeted 
the school at each stop, and the in- 
terest of school children was espeel 
ally noticeable. This type of school 
Is not only bringing results, but is 
demonstrating the need of more of 
such work so that information may 
be carried directly to the farmers no 
matter how inaccesible the commun- 
ity may be. say officials of the depart- 
ment.

Fireworks In HI 

The business of making fireworks 
and the business of setting off elabo- 
rate displays are sometimes called 
"Hie art of pyrotechny," the word "py- 
ret'vhny" being compounded of two 
I in -ek words meaning "tire art.'' There 
Is an extensive literature on the sub- 
ject 

References may be found in the 
writings of Manlllus und Vesplcus to 
the fact that fireworks were set off In 
connection with the circus in ancient 
Uouie, and Claudlanus, who wrote lu 
the Fourth century, mentions "whirl- 
ing wheels and fountains of tire" In 
connection with the celebration of cer- 
tain festivals. Fireworks, and which 
should not be confounded with mere 
bonfires, were set off as spectacles and 
ceremonies during the reign of Henry 
VII. Henry VIH, Elizabeth und other 
English monarchs. In those early 
English days drugons spouting tire 
were a popular form of fireworks. In 
a book written on the subject In 1648 
there is a reference to "trees and 
fountains of lire sent high up into 
the air." 



Barley Basis of Weight. 

During the reign of Henry VIH 
Standards of length and weight were 
established with actual grains of 
wheat and barley as a basis. Three 
barley corns were an Inch, and from 
that was built up our table of inches, 
feet, ells (yards), perch and acre. 
One restriction was that the barley 
corn must be dry and taken from tha 
middle o( the car and laid end to end. 
Under this same system 30 grains of 
wheat made a pennyweight, and from 
that as a basis they worked out the 
Troy pound In which 12 ounces still 
make a pound. Originally the sixes 
of shoes were based upon grains of 
barlejr. und it U se*i that theae are 
the same today as Is the early days.

SEASONAL GARDEN TIPS 

Early blight. w»-<ch Is highly de- 
structive to early potatoes, may be 
controlled by spraying the plants 
with Bordeaux mixture when they 
are from six to eight inches high. 

About May 1 is the time to sow 
the wrinkled-seeded variety of peas. 
Planting them about two and one- 
half or three v inches deep is said to 
prolong the bearing period. 

In placing cabbage, tomato, egg 
plant or any other plants that are 
set In the garden, It Is best to keep 
the ground level, according to gar- 
deners at the College of Agriculture. 
This brings the roots of the plants 
nearer the water table and prevents 
excessive evaporation of moisture. 

The Colorado potato beetle can be 
controlled by dusting the plants with 
parts green as soon as they come up. 
The dusting should be repeated as 
often as necessary. 

This is the season of the year when 
it is necessary to keep the ground 
in good cultivation to prevent bak- 
ing which often keeps many young 
plants from breaking through the 
soil. Much baking or crusting usual- 
ly follows heavy rains. 

In planting the large growing va- 
rieties of peas, it is a good Idea to 
plant two rows about eight to ten 
inches adpart and then place the net- 
ting or sticks between the two. 
Economy in. staking is thus made 
possible by making one row of net- 
ting serve two rows of

Announcement that the Hurley To- 
bacco Growers' Co-operative Associa 
tlon had sold another "good big or- 
der" to the it J. Reynolds Tobacco 
Company was made at Lexington on 
Friday night by President James C. 
Stone. The announcement followed 
a busy day for President 8tone, J. N. 
Kehoe. of Mayirvllle; Bush W. Allln, 
of 

of Versailles, members of the execu- 
tive committee, and a number of con 
ferences between President Stone 
of a number of 
Including the R. J. 
Reynolds Company. 

While a number of sales have been 
made since It was announced that 
the redried tobacco was ready for the 
market, the sale Friday was the first 
in which the identity of the purchas- 
er has been made known. 

The purchase by the Reynolds 
company is the third large purchase 
of leaf tobacco made by this compa- 
ny through the burley association. 
No information was available as to 
the actual amount sold or the prices 
to be paid. The sale was negotiated 
by Vice President T. H. Kirk, one of 
the leading men in the Reynolds or- 
ganization. 

Preparations continued In the office 
of Secretary H. Lee Earley and his 
assis t ants for the payment of the 
second distribution of money to the 
growers as soon as the details can 
be arranged. 

There will be no lack of demand 
for the redried tobacco was Indicat- 
ed by the receipt of additional in- 
quiries for this tobacco and for price 
schedules by President Stone, In 
charge of sales, and by personal calls 
of representatives of the manufactur- 
ers on the head of the burley associ- 
ation.
